{ASTER CIVIC GROUP NEEDED 


Formation of a “master civic organization” to embrace 
pland, Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda is a proposal 
1at is occasionally discussed. It should be realized immed- 
itely. 

Upland hus its charnber of commerce that serves as an 
fective local information center. Alta Loma, Cucamonga 
nd Etiwanda each have very active service and community 
lubs. Each organization has its own worthy projects. 

A “master” organization to centralize the efforts of all 
ivic-minded and promotional-minded persons in the area 
orth of the Ramona freeway from the Los Angeles county 
ne to Etiwanda avenue would supplement the civic work 
{ the various local groups. All parts of this great district 
rould be directly benefited. 

Employment of a capable and aggressive leader would 
e inexpensive on a district-wide basis. 

The area east of Upland has been described as the “'site 
{ the new industrial center of Southern California.” Well it 
iay be. Many people concur in that description. Several big 
arcels of land have been purchased, either by speculators 
r by industrial developers. 

Much preliminary work in zoning and planning has been 
lone and today 12 square miles of land east of here in 
he “industrial zone” is ready for development. The South- 
rn California Edison Co. substation on Etiwanda avenue can 
wrovide power for all possible industries. The Metropolitan 
Vater District acqueduct outlet is ready to be tapped for 
‘ixrtually an unlimited supply of Colorado river water. Res- 
dents of Alta Loma and Cucamonga will soon vote on the 
woject of financing the placing of water distribution lines 
ip to the foothills. 

What it will mean to this district when the Ramona free- 
vay is in actual use from here to Los Angeles is difficult for 
my safe forecast. Experience in other areas would indicate 
hat the freeway completion will mark the beginning of a 
lew era in the growth of the community. 

And so we must get ready for a well-planned and “solid” 
jrowth. 

What would a “master chamber of commerce” do for Up- 
and, Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda? 

It could work very closely with the San Bernardino Coun- 
y Industrial commission and its new director, Arthur, B. 
roos. 

From various sources come “leads” on prospective in- 
justrial firms. Mr. Groos, of course, is working for the entire 
sounty and he cannot localize his efforts in favoring our 
jistrict against another. His job is to get industries within the 
sounty and placed most advantageously for all concerned. 

The local organization could work very closely with Mr. 
aroos, providing all the detailed answers to questioners 
zbout this district and its many advantages. 

When the name of a prospective industrialist is known 
tere it is undoubtedly also known to industrial promoters in 
all parts of the southland. 

It is not proposed for this area to go “all out’ in getting 
all and any kind of industries. Rather, this district can be 
selective and seek to get for this great area the more “solid” 
industries that will add stability to our economy. 

The Upland citrus district should in no way be disturbed 
with the industrial development that is likely just east of 
here. Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda also have their 
own agricultural areas that should be preserved through 
proper zoning. 

This area is at the start of a new era of industrial develop- 
ment. We should be prepared to obtain out of the new de- 
velopment the best possible industries. 

It is time for us to get busy. 


ASSESSOR'S CRITIC JUSTIFIED ‘ 


Max W. Cranmer, county assessor, is the one who should 
be criticized by the San Bernardino county grand jury; not 
Fred W. Hillman, chairman of the grand jury committee. in- 
vestigating the assessor's office. 5 

Mr. Hillman, a member of the grand jury, has just been 
relieved of his duties as chairman of the jury committee for 
releasing to the public a report on his investigation of Mr. 
Cranmer’s office. 

Also on the grand jury is Mr. Cranmer’s brother. Mr. 
Hillman presented his report and the jury did not accept it, 
apparently, because Mr. Hillman talked too frankly. We do 
not know what part, if any, Mr. Cranmer’s brother played 
in any actual or sypmathetic attitude that resulted in the 
jury's refusal to accept what Mr. Hillman said. 

With the jury against him, Mr. Hillman boldly sent copies 
of his report to newspapers in the county. And thus Mr. 
Hillman, who is accustomed to speak as he thinks, is vir- 
tually an outcast with at least the jury foreman and perhaps 
a majority of the jurors. 

Mr. Hillman, who devoted full time for several months 
in analyzing the assessor's office and its sérvices, is the kind 
of a person for such a job. He had the time and with it the 
determination to find out about the many weaknesses in the 
vast department's services. 

Mr. Hillman, who was named on the grand jury, early 
this spring could very well have made public his findings 
prior to the June primary election. He did not, out of respect 
to Mr. Cranmer's candidacy for reelection. 

One of the very sorry results of that election was the 
continuation of Mr. Cranmer in office. Those who have im- 
partially observed the assessor's office are well aware the 
taxpayers could far better be served if a more capable person 
headed up this important office.* 

As the result of the election, Mr. Cranmer’s tenure in of- 
fice is good until January, 1958. That is too bad for taxpayers 
in the county. 


For years, the grand jury reports have been critical of 
the assessor's office. 

The crand jury is the only agency that can do anything 
about modernizing the system and changing Mr. Cranmer’s 
attitude. This year’s grand jury has virtually closed the 
door for the present. 

We hasten to add that most of the employes under Mr. 
Cranmer are giving excellent service and are maintaining

Egg Futures Drop 
To Lowest Prices 
In Fourteen Years 


Today the outlook for the 
Southern California egg market 
is lower than it was a week ago 
when The Upland News featur- 
ed the poor economic picture 
facing the local egg ranchers in 
a page one story. 

The Associated Press the same 
day reported that egg futures 
droped to their lowest prices in 
nearly 14 years on the Chicago 
Merchantile Exchange. It said 
trading was the heaviest in the 
history of the Exchange. 

Brokers attributed the decline 
to a renewed slump in cash egg 
prices, favorable weather for 
production and a contraseasonal 
movement of eggs into storage. 

Egg futures declined 60 to 95 
points, the October contract 
closing at 26.25 cents a dozen, 
the (4) report said. In the 
wholesale market cash eggs sold 
steady to three cents a dozen 
lower, prices ranging from 20 
to 45 cents a dozen.
